Proclamation, which has, by His Majeſty's Command, been laid be- 
fore us; and we beg Leave to teſtify to His Majeſty our warm and 
grateful Senſe of this freſh Proof of His Majeſty's conſtant Solicitude 
for the Welfare and Happineſs of His People. 


THAT we cannot ſee without Indignation the Attempts which have 
been made to weaken, in the Minds of His Majeſty's Subjects, the 
Sentiments of Obedience to the Laws, and of Attachment to the 
Form of Government, Civil and Religious, ſo happily eſtabliſhed 
within this Realm. 


THraT the Advantages which, under the Government of His 
Majeſty and His illuſtrious Anceſtors, have been derived from legal 
and well-regulated Freedom, and the unexampled Bleſſings which 
we actually enjoy, afford to His Majeſty's Subjects peculiar Motives 
to refle&t with Gratitude on their preſent Situation, and to beware
